HIGHWAY PATROL APPROPRIATION
S. F. 412

AN ACT to authorize the public safety department, highway patrol division, to use
money provided by chapter one (1), section forty-nine (49), Acts of the Fifty-
seventh General Assembly.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

1 SECTION 1. The public safety department, highway patrol divi-
sion, is hereby authorized to use appropriations in the amount of
ninety thousand dollars ($90,000), or as much thereof as is necessary,
provided by chapter one (1) section forty-nine (49), Acts of the
Fifty-seventh General Assembly, for the purpose of constructing
building or buildings for providing highway patrol headquarters at
Fort Dodge, Cedar Rapids and Atlantic.

SEC. 2. This Act being deemed of immediate importance shall be
in full force and effect from and after its passage and publication in
the Allison Tribune, a newspaper published at Allison, Iowa, and the
Atlantic News Telegraph, a newspaper published at Atlantic, Iowa.

PUBLIC SAFETY DEPARTMENT APPROPRIATIONS
H. F. 766

AN ACT to appropriate from the general fund of the state of Iowa for the biennium
beginning guly 1, 1959, and ending June 30, 1961, funds for the department of
ublic safety of the state of Iowa for salaries, support, maintenance and miscel-
neous purposes, and relating to the peace officers’ retirement system for the
increased number of highway patrolmen, as increased by the Fifty-eighth General
Assembly.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

1 SEcTION 1. For the department of public safety, division of high-
2 way patrol, there is hereby appropriated from the general fund of the
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state for each year of the biennium beginning July 1, 1959, and end-
ing June 30, 1961, the sum of two hundred fifty thousand dollars
($250,000.00) or so much thereof as may be necessary to be used for
salaries, support, maintenance, miscellaneous purposes, and for the
state’s contribution to the peace officers’ retirement, accident and dis-
ability system, provided in chapter 97A, Code 1958, in the amount of
sixteen percent (16%) of the salaries of personnel included in the
10 system, and including liability insurance and including a $300.00
11 increase to the annual base rate of pay for highway patrolmen, for
12 the increased number of highway patrolmen as increased by the
13 Fifty-eighth General Assembly.

PAMMEL PARK APPROPRIATION
H. F. 425

AN ACT to make an emergency appropriation from tbe general fund of the state of
gwi to the state conservation commission for flood damage repair to Pammel State
ark.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated from the general fund
of the state of Iowa to the state conservation commission from funds
not otherwise appropriated the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars
($25,000.00) or so much thereof as is necessary for flood damage re-
pairs to the roads, tunnel, dikes and river crossing in Pammel State
Park, Madison County, Jowa. The release of said funds shall be sub-
ject to the approval of the budget and financial control committee.
Any unused balance remaining shall revert to the general fund.

SEC. 2. This Act being deemed of immediate importance shall be
in full force from and after its passage and publication in the Atlantic
News-Telegraph, a newspaper published at Atlantic, Iowa, and in the
Winterset Madisonian, a newspaper published at Winterset, Iowa.
